Solarize update: 

676 initial signups 
pace of 30-40 a week 
distributed 

• 300 site visits 

• 20+ are feasible 

• 15 contracts signed for 70 KWh 

• likely over 120 KWh now 

• close to tier 4 which is 150KWh 

• on pace to sign 2-3 contract per day until the end of the month 

• 100+contracts in peoples’hands 

• program will be extended: sign up ends in Sept, tier pricing will be based on where we get to on Sept 30, 
contracts need to be signed by Oct 31 

• celebration planning- will ask Solarflair to help pay for this, get volunteers together sooner

Energy Working Group 

• Arlington applied for competitive Green Communities grant, which was successful and will be used to renovate 
HVAC on 6th floor in high school, and the rest will be used for variable speed drives in 5 schools and the Robbins 
Library 

• Retro commissioning at the library- very complex building systems at the library, sort of like a giant tune up; no 
payback on this, funding will come from DPW’s Green Repair Fund, should get a utility rebate 

• Thompson is being built “solar ready” which allows them to get high performance building standard points, the 
idea is to issue an RFP fora power purchase agreement 

• Property that is located on a municipal building cannot benefit an individual so these locations cannot be 
considered for a community solar farm 

• Energy manager position has not been developed, this position will be shared with Bedford, Arlington would have 
2 day a week position, held up as both communities work out the details, Dpt Town Manager Andrew is somewhat 
familiar with energy issues 

• DOER requires every community to report more fully on zoning, stretch code, etc compliance/progress» to 
assess that the impact of the green communities program (we’re assuming/presuming here)
